BIRD CONSERVATION 



THERE IS HOPE! 



Narberth has had a flower show | 
and exploited the flowers, hut who has ; 
thought of the birds? When one 
thinks of the open country, flowers 
and trees, naturally one's thoughts in- 
clude the birds. A few nature-loving 
individuals have placed houses and 
boxes in the trees about their homes 
to tempt the more timid of the birds 
to stay in this vicinity. What a pity 
there are not more of the native song 
birds hereabouts. To be sure we have 
robins, blackbirds, flickers and grack- 
les, for the vast armies of sparrows 
have not been able to frighten away 
these sturdy birds. It is the martins, ; 
the wrens, the catbirds, the finches, the | 
woodpeckers, the larks, the various ! 
native song sparrows, who need pro- ' 
tection and housing facilities. What j 
a reward for our trouble or the small j 
expense of a birdhouse, if only a few ! 
of these little creatures stay with us j 
during the summer months. There is 1 
another phase, namely, that in pro- ; 
tecting insectivorous birds, who de- 
vour countless bugs, catterpillars and 
slugs, \ve are, in the end, benefiting 
the florist, gardeners and farmers, to I 
whom the insects are .such, a pest. 

Along about the first of March 
countless birds are seen migrating, 
passing right through our very bor- 
ough. Some few stop here, selecting 
woody spots to settle and raise their 
little families. However, unlike man, 
the female birds do the actual nest 
building, while Father Bird perches 
nearby (occasionally bringing hair, 
string and straw to Mrs. Bird), mean- 
while singing his best notes apparent- 
ly to lighten her labors. Possibly, if 
there were more of the little bird- 
houses about, we could induce a great- 
er number of these feathered home- 
hunters to stay and set up housekeep- 
ing right in our very midst. 

This has interested more than my- 
self, and I would be glad of any sug- 
gestion that would awaken interest i> 
this most interesting matter. T have 
several names of those who would 
help me, which we will publish later.

PAY CASH FAKES. 

Commuters on the Main Line of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad are creating 
such a situation through the demand 
for duplex tickets that some action 
probably may be taken to improve 
the condition. A duplex ticket is 
given when a passenger pays a cash 
fare on the train and is redeemable 
for ten cents. Since the increase in 
rates of suburban fares many pas- 
sengers fail to buy tickets, especially 
because many of the stations on the 
Main Line are on the side of the rail- 
road opposite the inbound tracks. It 
used to be to the advantage of the 
passenger, from a money-saving poim 
of view, to buy a ticket at the sta- 
tion. One conductor, who has been 
about six weeks on a suburban train, 
says he has issued at least 5800 duplex 
tickets in that time and on one mid- 
day trip handled sixty cash faces.

Hans Being* MauV to Relieve the Con- 
-*-*— gcfction. 

The interior of the Court House at 
Norristown is to be remodelled. 

It is proposed to make such changes 
as will make it possible for the tran- 
scribers for the recorder of deeds and 
for the county commissioners to be 
on the first floor instead of in the 
basement. 

To bring this about the commission- 
ers' transcribers will move into the 
two small offices which were formerly 
used as the meeting place for the 
commissioners, in the west corner 
of the building, and the recorder's 
transcribers will occupy the room 
now used by the sheriff. 

The sheriff will be moved over to 
the coroner's office, and the coroner 
will be satisfied with what is now the 
sheriff's office. 

The bringing of the transcribers 
from the basement will not only be 
beneficial to their health, but will also 
make their books more easily acces- 
sible, when needed. 

There is at present a door between 
the recorder's and sheriff's offices, but 
it has never been used. 

Because of the cramped condition 
of other offices it will be only a ques- 
tion of time when other enlargements 
will be necessary. 

The county commissioners now 
have as their offices the large room 
to the left of the hallway at the Swede 
street entrance to the building. 

Ever since the county superinten- 
dent of schools has had an office in 
the court house the prothonotary has 
not had a private office since the room 
that be was supposed to have has been 
occupied by the superintendent, whose 
quarters are now cramped. 

One of the county officials stated 
that he would not be surprised to see 
the superintendent installed in 
quarters outside of the building, at the 
expense of the county.
